low-citizens, Wi0, In their own interests, 
should be glad to give hin: encouragement 
if be be willing to stand the brunt of the 
attack, 

ln the contemplation of the cowardly 
boycott there is no pbase of it so repugnant 
to Americap manhood as the spectecie of a 
portion of the comipunity, intimidated by 
boycotters, and assisting to destroy the 
champion who is figuting for their rights as 
well as his own. 

‘The Bee has been boycotted, not because 
it was unjust and unfair to any one, bul 
simply because itchose lo manage its own 
business, as ‘does every merchant in the 
city; it has not treated empios é. unfairly or 
paid then anything but first-class wages;

Natives Impatient at the Delay ofthe 
| Great Powers. 

Apia (Samou,) Nov. 22.—[Per steam- 
ship Alameda to Associated Press.] 
Reports from several outlying districts 
indicate that the natives are becoming 
impressed with the idea that the Chief 
Justice appointed by the three great 
powers under the Berlin treaty is not 
coming to Samoa, and are applying to 
redeem their firearms, which had heen 
pledged to the storekeepers after the 
war tor food supplies.

A boycott is not 
a strike; itis an attempt on the part 
of strikers, who may have a valid 
cause of quarrel! with their employers, 
to drag into such quarrel other persons 
aud organizatious which have and 
could have nosuch quarrel.

Prettyman also assigned his real and 
personal estate. ‘he assets and lia- 
bilities of the two concerns and Pretty- 
man’s estate will reach, it is believed, 
$1.000.000. Assignee Johnson refuses 
to make any statementjof the assets or 
liabilities of either the bank or lumber 
company. He said that the cause 
of the assignment was the tight 
money market and its bad ef- 
fect on the lumber company. 
This concern and the bank are closely 
connected. QOuneof the former depos- 
itors in the bank, however, who as- 
serts that he has a pretty good knowl- 
edge of the affairs, believes that the 
liabilities of the bank will reach half a 
million, and the assets ure prob- 
lematical.

RAILROAD ACCIDENT. 


RAYMOND EXCURSION WRECKED 
IN THE COJON, 


The Disaster Caused by a Burning 
Bridge—No One Killed and But 
One Man Slightly 
Injured.

Teachers’ Institute was held yesterday, 
a large number of patrons and visiting 


After the opening hymn Miss Hat- 
tie Stacey organized those present into 
a class and gave them a written exer- 
cise in music, showing practically the 
instruction to be given in a primary 


class taking a first lesson in music in- 
tervals. 
Superintendent Monroe 
with an exhaustive discussion 
of the schools of the Jesuits, 
their leaders, methods of teach- 
ing and subjects taught, and a 
discussion of the various causes of 
their failure and final disorganization. 
Founded by the ambitious and ener- 
getic Ignatius Loyola, who being dis- 
abled from continuing his profession 
of a soldier, determined to emulate 
the great men in the field of religion. 
The order of Jesus was the result 
of his resolves; organized at first 
for mission purposes, it soun developed 
into a gigantic system of schools. 
The teachers were required to pass 
through a severe training of many” 
yeurs before they were received fully 
into the order. Tauthew was free and 
teachers unpaid. Dz.scipline was miid. 
‘The course of study rigid, great stress 
being placed on the study of Latin 
both spoken and written. They 
rapidly increased in number, and 
spread over Europe and America, but 
their duplicity and schemes soon led 
to their expulsion from most countries 
and to their disorganization by the 
Pope. Great as their system became, || 
they have left no great names except 
that of the founder, and have left 
nothing for us to emulate but the 


patient organiziug power of their great 
leader.

most thoughtiul and carefully prepared 
paper on **Ethics in the School Rvom.”’ 
Dweiling upon the qualities necessary 
for a good teacher, aptness to teach 


character before education. We look 
to the sc ools and thea training there 
given to settle the great moral and po- 
litical questions of the present day, 
purity of the ballot, intemperance, 
tariff, raceand labor. The wise teacher 
in governing substitutes power for 
force. 

The use of the recitation was dwelt. 
upon here. Here pupils should be 
trained to talk easily about what they 
have studied; they should be trained 
to see that careful preparation leads to 
this ease; the teacher, then, should 
assign lessons of suitable length, 
show how they should be. stud- 
ied ‘and then hold them 
sponsible for their preparation, 
a3 it was first called. These were. the 
novices who had to spend some four 
years in the study of the Bible and the 
lives of the saints—the scholastics, 
who had to preach and teach from four 
to six years before becoming coadjuiors 
or priests. With the purpose of lead- 
ing all people into the bosom.of the 
church, they filled positions of all kinds. 
They rapidly spread over Europe, but 
after a time their methods led to their 
expulsion, and finally they were disor- 
ganized by the Pope. In late years 
they have received papal permission to 
reorganize, aud are now in small num- 
bers in Europe and America. 

In their schools the teachers were 
unpaid and tuition free. Latin was 
their principal study, and they in- 
sisted on its being spoken. Technical 
was largely studied. 

In discipline they were mild. No 
yreat Dames were handed down from 
ihat band of teachers, and ail their 
pians and schemes bave failed. By 
careful organization they built upano 


The pupil’s time should be largely 
occupied in forming clear, concise 
thought, and then expressing them in 
exact language. 

Superintendent Keyes of Riverside, 
delivered a thougutful talk on jan- 
guage. It is said that the proper 
study of mankind is man; the 
speaker feels that from the teach- 
er’s standpoint the proper study 
is the child. In a clear aud pleasant 
manner the child’s method vf gaining 
words during his first few years was 
deseribed, and this natural method 
contrasted with the methods of tbe 
school. The infiuence of the schools 
in the homes, through the children dis- 
cussing the facts learned at school was 
dwelt upon. The address was a most 
able one, and delivered in a masterly 
mauner. Supdrintendent Keyes him- 
seif is an admirable specimen ot his 
subject. His use of the English jan- 
guage is well-nighb pertect, 

There were many visitors present 
from this and other counties—in all 
about one hundred and fifty teachers.

conical - shaped hill near __its 
mouth. I have had fine times 


hunting bears there, for both the 
black and. brown bear are fouad in 
that section. The home of — the 
Tadoosh Indians is a little below this 
point, and they are the most friendly 
and best natured of any of the tribes 
on the upper part of the river.” 

**How far below Fort Seikirk is Fort 
Yukon?” inquired Tom. 

“Tt 490 miles.’”’ replied his father, 

‘Well, the Porcupine river which 
puts in near the fort, is something of a 
stream,’’ Tom responded. 

“Yes, but the Kayukuk is the larg- 
est porthern tributary otf the Yukon. 
Tbe Irdians along its borders have a 
bad reputation for quarrelsomenes:, 
but they are great hunters and supply 
many furstotrgders. 

“It was not far from the mouth of

trees, was it?’ inquired George. 

**No, it was near the Indian village 
of Sakudelontin, and it was the first 
time I ever saw the dead disposed of 
in this way. Many of the Indians 
along the river burn the dead bodies 


of their friends, and for two or three 
days they continue their funeral or- 
gies and feasting.”’ 

“I should preter cremation to being 
left in a tree,” said Tom.

But the thick moss and the long grass, 
growing four or five feet bigh, made 
walking too difficult tor them, so. they | 
made but a short distance. But thev | 
were astonished at the innumerabie 
wild flowers which were biooming 
everywhere, some of them very Dbril- 
liant in coloring. 

They soon came across some tracks 
of the black bear, and shortly after 
encountered a moose, wnose broad, | 
branching horns had become en- 
tangled in the branches of a fallen | 
tree, one evidently blown down by the | 
late wind. Intoit they poured a fell 
broadside of shot, killing it at the first 
round. A little later they saw a huge 
black bear, but he made off so rapidly 
they were not able to secure hiin, 
Wearied with traversing the long, soft 
yielding grass, they finally returned to 
Lbeir tents, and sent out some Indians 
to bring in the body of the moose. But 
before retiring they shot a number of 
grouse and two or three ducks with 
their unerring rifles. 

The next moruing they made an 
early start. They found the coun- 
try along tie river wildly 
picturesjue, Every few hours they 
passed au Indian village, and the na- 
tives came out to meet themin their 
suall canoes with supplies of fresh 
salmon which they wished to sell. 

That day they reached the little 
trading station of Nuklakyet, estab- 
lished by the Alaska Commercial Com- 
pany. They were not quite a hundred 
miles here from the Arctic circle, yet 
here they found an American who had 
planted a small garden on the south- 
ero slope of alow hill, and who took 
them out with a feelingof intense 
pride to show them his turnips and 
radishes which looked thrifty and 
green, though growing beneath that 
far northern sun. 

Then he had some other treasures in 
a band of little hardy Esquimau dogs, 
Which bad been carefully trained todraw 
hiss ledges,and very usetul, indeed, they 
were to him: when the river was frozen 
over, in transporting his supplies. 

They spent a couple of days at this 
place, and then started again on their 
voyage. Fortwoor three days they 
had pleasant sailing. The land on 
one side of the river was low, and only 
in the distance could they see solitary 

—and mountain ranges, but-on 
the northern side of the stream the 
banks rose steep and high, the hills 
ofiimes coming clear ,down to the 
water’s edge. ~ 

When they reached Anyik they 
found another of the Alaska Commer- 
cial Company’s stations, and here they 
stopped fora day or two. There were 
quite a number of friendly Indian 
tribes near the station, and here 
a Greek priest lived and a lot 
of Indians came in to be baptized by 
him. But they were wild and untu- 
toréed savages atid did not show them- 
selves very friendly toward the white 
settlers, 

. Ingalik Indians are among the tribes 
who inhabit this region, and the boys 
were greatly amused at the appearance 
of some of the natives who visited 
them, They had long black hair, nut- 
brown skins, and were very dirty, but 
they had added to their dress, with a 
great show of vanity, long strips of 
mosquito netting, which they wore as 
veils, and very comical they looked with 
these drawn over their dark, dirty 
faces. 

In the 


winter Fhese Indians wear 
clothes made of reindeer skins, which 
are quite comfortable, but tbey are 
filthy enough before they are thrown 
aside. One friendly Indian who took 
a great fancy to wide-awake ‘l'om, in- 
sisted upon presenting him with a coat 
of skin, which, fortunately for Tom, 
was one which he had just obtained 
in some barter, and which had never 
been worn. Iinreturn Tom gave him 
a half a pound of tea and a new pipe, 
which he at once proceeded to fill with 
tobacco which Mr. Haverley had given 
him, and he sat and smoked ‘ihe 
entire afternoon, the happiest Indfan 
in the whole country. 

While the boys were visiting a native 
hut they came across one of the ruie 
lamps used by these Indians during 
the long winter nights. ‘Tuey are sim- 


piy small open vesseis filled with whaie 


vil, in Which is placed a wick of dried 
moss. Their light isvery faint aod the 
smell is vile indeed. 
Aftera day or two our party was 
ready to cont nue its trip, but a few 
hours after setling sail, a heavy storm 
came up aud they were obliged to go 
intocamp. The weather at night was 
growing cold and heavy rains were 
very frequent, so When they were over- 
taken by one of the Fur Company’s 
steamers they were giadto transfer 
their belongings to it and to goabroad 
themselves. 

A few days more of sailing brought 
them to St. Michaels, from waich place 
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everything else out, but next week.all 
wiv have written me shail have a 
place, and I shall be pleased to let you 
do all the talking. E. A. O.

Among thé many helpful sugges- 
tions in the December number of Pe- 
terson’t Magazine | find the following: 
**A scarf fora picture or an easel will 
be very welcome to one who appreci- 
ates dainty knick-knacks, China and 
pongee silks in delicate shades, plain 
‘or or with flowers and figures, can be 
used. Two yards are necessary; hem- 
stitch the ends about two and a half 
inches in width, and trim with tassels 
on one end, and balls or lace on the 
other. A handsome scarf can be made 
of pale-biue silk. A border of tulips 
is drawn or stamped on the silk, and 
the flowers and large leaves and stems 
cuc out. Under this border is put a 
strip of white or pale-lemon satin, and 
the edges of the biue stitched on it, 
Tint the tulips and stems their nat- 
ural color, hemstitch the ends, and 
finish with lace about four or five 
inches in width.”

Keeping Cider Sweet. 

Cider to, be kept unfermented should 
be made as late in antumn as possible, 
as it would be difficult to keep from fer- 
menting when made early in the season: 
November made cider, if bunged up 
tight and stored where a, temperature 
near te freezing point can be maintained, 
will. probably. 
Some people put in @ half pound ora 
pound of mustard seed to the barrel of 
cider and others use sulphite of lime in 
the same way. Theold time method of 
scalding is considered by many people 
one of the best and least objectionable 
methods. 

We see this described as follows: 
When the cider has slightly fermented 
it should be drawn or dipped from the 
casks where it has been standing to 
settle into large copper kettles or an old 
copper still, and be heated just up to the 
boiling point and no longer, when it 
should be again put into open casks to 
settle and become cold. It will then be 
ready to be tightly bunged in barrels 
and stored away. During the heating a 
large quantity of scum will rise to the 
top to be skiinmed off, and during the 
cooling most of the impurities still held 
in solution will be deposited as sediment 
in the bottom of the casks.—Popular 
Gardening. 7

So strong and unanswerable were her 
arguments, seconded by her own experi- 
ences, that parliament discussed ways 
and means for righting this great wrong.

The Story of Southern Cali- 
fornia’s Attractions, 


TOLD BY CHAS. DUDLEY WARNER 


-A Just, Intelligent and Enthusiastic 
Description of the Country— 
“Los Angeles and All 
*’Long Shore. 


[From Charles Dudley Warner’s: elab- 
orate and excellent article entitled “Our 
Italy,” in Harper’s Magazine for Novem- 
ber, the principal portiong are taken in the 
extracts printed below.—Epb.

The traveler who descends into Italy 
by an Alpine pass never forgets the 
surprise and delight of the transition. 
In an hour he is whirled down the 
slopes from the region of eternal snow 
to the verdure of spring or the ripeness 
ofsummer. Suddenly—it may be at a 
turn in the road—wiuter is left behind; 
the plains of Lombardy are in view; 
the Lake of Como or Maggiore gleams 
below; there is atree; there is an or- 
chard; there is a garden; there is a villa 
overrun with vines; the singing of 
birds is heard; the air is gracious; the 
slopes are terraced, and covered with 
vineyards; great sheets of silyer sheen 
in the landscape mark the growth of 
the olive; the dark green orchards of 
oranges and lemons are. starred with 
gold; the lusty fig, always a temptation 
as of old, leans invitingly over’ the 
stone wall; everywhere are bloom and 
color under the Blue sky; there are 
shrines by the way-side, chapels on the 
‘bill; one hears the melodious bells, the 
call of the vine-dressers, the laughter 

The contrast is as great from the In- 
dians of the Mojave Desert, three types 
of Which are here given, to the vine- 
dresser of the Santa Ana Valley. 

Italy is the land of the imagination, 
but the sensation on first bebolding it 
from the northern heights, aside trom 
its associations of romance and poetry,

Southern California. 

The Bay of San Diego is about three 
hundred miles east of San Francisco. 
The coast line runs southeast, but at 
Point Conception it turns sharply east, 
and thencurves southeasterly about two 
hundred and fiftv miies to the Mex- 
ican coast boundary, the extreme 
southwest limits of the United States, 
a few wiles below San Diego. This 
coast, defined by these two limits, has 


oceans, Off this coast, south of Point 
Conception, lies achain of islands,curv- 
ing in position in conformity with the 
shore, at a distance of twenty to seventy 
miles from the mainland. ‘These isl- 
ands are San Miguel, Santa Kosa, 
Santa Cruz, Anacapa, Santa Barbara, 
San Nicolas, Santa Catalina, San Cle- 
‘mente and Los Coronados, which lie in 
Mexican waters. Between this chain

The 
called an arm of the Pacific, flows by 
many a bojd point and lovely bay, like 
those of San Pedro, Redondo and 
Santa Monica; but it bas no secure 
harbor, except the magnificent and 
unique bay of San Diego.- 

Tue southern and western boundary 
of Southern Calitornia is this mild Pa- 
cific sea, studded with rocky and 

icturesgue islands. The northern 

undary of this region is ranges ot 
lofty mountains, from five thousand to 
eleven thousant feet in height, some of 
them always snow-clad, which run 
eastward from Point Conception nearly 
to the Colorado Desert. They are 
parts of the Sierra Nevada range, but 
they take various names, Santa Ynez, 
San Gabriei; San Bernardino, and 
they are spoken of all together as the 
Sierra Madre. In -the San Gabriel 
group, “Olid Baldy” litts its snow- 
peak over nine thousand feet, 
while the San Bernardino ‘Gray- 
back’? rises over eleven thousand 
feet above the sea.. Southward of this, 
Tunning down itito San Diego county, 
is the San Jacinto range, aiso snow- 
clad, and eastward the land falis rap- 
idly away into the Salt Desert of the 
Colorado, in which is a depression 
about three hundred feet below the 
Pacific. 

The Point Arguilles, which is above 
Point Conception, by the aid of the 
outlying islands, deflec.s the cold cur- 
rent irom the north off the coast of 
Southern California, and the mountaio 
ranges from Point Conception east 
divide the State of California into two 
climatic regions, the southern having 
more warmth, less rain and fog, 
milder winds and vVaria- 
tion of daily temperature’ than 
the climate of Central California to 
the worth.* Oiher striking climatic

‘should have on the whole a low 


westward till it strikes the Pacific and 
parts with its heat,creating an im- 
mense vacuum whichis filled by the 
air from the coast flowing up the slope 
and over the range, and plunging 


down 6000 feet into the desert. ‘‘It is 
easy to understand,” says Mr. 
Van Dyke, making his - observa- 
tious from the summit of 
the Cuyamaca, in San _ Diego 
county, 6500 feet above the 


sea-level, “how land thus rising a mile 
or more in fifty or sixty miles, rising 


jaway from the coast, and falling off 


abruptly a mile deep into the driest 
and hottest of American deserts, could 
have.a great variety of climates. ... 
Only ten miles away on the east 
the summers are the hottest, and only 
sixty miles on the west, the coolest 
known in the United States (except on 
this coast,) and between them is every 
combination that mountains and 
valleys can produce. And it is easy to 
see whence comes the sea-breezé, the 
glory of the Californiasummer. it is 
passing us here, a gentle breeze of six or 
eight miles an hour. Itis flowing over 
this great ridge directly into the basin 
of the Colorado Desert, 6000 feet deep, 
where the temperature is prébably one 
hundred and twenty degrees, and per- 
haps higher. For many leagues each 
side of us this current is thus flowing 
at the same speed, and is probably halt 
a mile or more in depth. About sun- 
down, whea the air on the desert cools 
and descends, the current will change 
and come the other way, and flood 
these western slopes witb an air as 
pure as that of fhe Sahara and néarly 
as dry. 

“The air, heated on the westera 
slopes by the sea, would by rising pro- 
duce considerable suction, which could 
be filled only from the sea, but that 
alone would not make the sea-breeze as 
dry asitis. The principle suction is 
caused by the rising of heated air from 
the great desert. . . . Qnthetopof 
old Grayback (in San Bernardino) one 
can feel it [this breeze] setting west- 
ward, while in the cafions, 6000 feet be- 
low,itis blowingeastward. . . . Aijl 
over Southern California the conditions 
of this breeze are about the same, the 
great Mojave Desert and the valiéy of 
the San Joaquin above operating in the 
same way, assisted by interior plains 
and slopes. Hence these deserts, that 
at first seem to be a disadvantage to 
the land, are the great conditions of its 
climate, and are of far more value 
than if they were like the prairies of 
Illinois. Fortunately they will re- 
main deserts forever. Some parts 
will in time be reclaimed by the waters 
of the Colorado River, but wet spots of 
afew hundred thousand acres would 
be too trifling to affect general results, 
for millions of acres of burning desert 
would forever defy all attempts at 
irrigation or settlement.”’ 

This desert-born breeze explains a 
seeming anomaly in regard to the hu- 
midity of this coast. I have noticed 
on the seashore that salt does not be- 
come damp cn the table, that the Por- 
tuguese fishermen on Point Loma are 


while the hydrometer gives a humid- 
ity as high as 74, and higher at times, 
and fog may prevail for three or four 
days continuously, the fog is rather 
“dry,” and the general impres- 
sion is that of a dry instead of the 
damp and chilling atmosphere such as 
exists in foggy times on the Atlantic 
coast. ‘From the study of the origin 
ot this breeze we see,’”’ says Mr. Van 
Dyke, “‘why itis thata wind coming 
from the proad Pacific should be drier 
than the dry land breezes of the At- 
lantic States, eausing no damp wailis, 
swelling doors, or rusting guns, and 
even on the coasi drying up, without 
‘salt or soda, meat cut in strips an iuch 
thick, and fish much thicker.”’ 

At times on the coast the air con- 
tains plenty of moisture, but with the 
rising of this breeze the mivisture de- 
creases instead of increases. It should 
be said also that this constantly-return- 
ing current of air is always pure, com- 
ing in contact nowhere with marsby or 
malarious influences nor any ageucy 
injurious to health. Its character 
causes the whole coast from Santa Bar- 
bara to San Diego to be an agreeable 
place of residence or resort summer 
and winter, while its daily inflowing 
tempers the heat of the far inland 
valleys to a delightful atmosphere in 
the shade even in midsummer, while 


The greatest surprise of the traveller 
ig that a region which is in perpeiual 
bloom and truitage, where semi-tropi- 
cal fruits mature in perfection, and 
the most delicate flowers dazzle the 
eye with color the winter through, 
tem- 
perature, aclimate never enervating, 
and one requiring a dress of woolen in 
every month. 

Winter as we un derstand jit east of 
the Rockies does not exist. I scarcely 
know how to divide the seasons. Tuere 
are at most but three. Spring may be 
said to begiu with December and end in 
April; summer, with May (whose days, 
however, are often cooler than those of 
January,) and end with September; 
while October and November are a 
mild autumn, when nature takes a par- 
tial rest, and the leaves of the decid- 
uous trees are gone. But how shail we

“Pipes supplied by ample reservoirs in 
the mountains. From natural rainfall 
and the sea moisture the mesas and 
hills, which look arid before plowing, 
produce large crops of grain when 
cultivated after the annual rains, with- 
vut artificial watering. 

Southern California has been slowly 
understood even by its occupants, who 
have wearied the world with boasting 
of its productiveness. Originally it 
was & Vast cattleand sheepranch. Lt 
Was supposed that the land was worth- 
less except for grazing. Held in 
princely ranches of twenty, fitty, one 
hundred thousand acres, in some cases 
areas larger than German principali- 
ties, tens of thousands of cattle roamed 
along the watercourses and over the 
meésas, Vast flocks of sheep cropped 
close thie’ grass and trod the soil into 
hardpan. The owners exchanged cat- 
tle and sheep for corn, grain and gar- 
den vegetables; they had no faith that 
they could grow cereals, and it was too 
much trouble to procure water 
for a garden or a fruit. or- 
chard. It was the firm balief that 
must of the rolling mesa land was unfit 
ior cultivation, and that neither forest 
nor fruit trees would grow without ir- 
rigation. Between Los Angeles and 
Redondo Beach isa rancn of 35,000 
acres, Seventeen years ago it was 
owned by a Scotchman, who used the 
whole of it as asheep ranch. In sell- 
ing it to the present owner he warned 
him not to waste time by attempting to 
farfn it; he himself raised no fruit or 
vegetables, planted no trees, and 
bought all his corn, wheat and barley. 
The purchaser, however, began to ex- 
periment. He planted trees and set 
out orchards which grew, and in a 
couple of years he wrote to the former 
owner that he had 8000 acres in fine 
wheat. Tosay itin-a word, there is 
scarcely an acre of the tract which is 
not highly prodnctive in barley, wheat, 
corn, potatoes, while considerable parts 
of it ure especially adapted to the En- 
glish walnut and to the citrus fruits. 

On this route to the sea the road is 
lined with gardens. Nothing could be 
more unpromisingin appearance than 
this soil before it is plowed and pul- 
verized by the cultivator. It looks like 
a barren waste. We passed a tract 
that was offered three years dgo for 
$12 an acre. Some of it now is 
rented to Chinamen at $30 an acre; 
and I saw one field of two acres off 
which a Chinaman had sold in one 
season $750 worth of cabbages. 

The truth is that almost all the land 
ig wonderfully productive if intelli- 
gently bandled. The low ground hus 
_water se near the surface tnat the pul- 
verized soil will draw-up sufiicient 
moisture for the crops; the mesa, if 
sown and Cultivated after the annual 
‘rains, matures grain and corn, and 
sustains vines and fruit trees. It is 
Singular that the first settlers should 
never have discovered this productive- 
ness. When it became apparent— 
“that is, productiveness without arti- 
ficial watering—there spread abroad a 


not needed. We shall have occasion to 
speak of this more in detail, and I will 
now only say, on good authority, that 
while cultivation, not to keep down the 
weeds onlv, but to keep the soil stirred 
and prevent its baking, is the prime 
necessity for almost all land in 
Southern California, there are portions 
where irrigation is always necessary, 
and there is no spot where the yield of 
fruit or grain will not be quadrupled 
by judicious irrigation. ‘I'nere are 
places where irrigation is excessive 


quantity of oranges and grapes. _ 
The history of the extension of, culti- 
vation in the last twenty and especially 
In the past ten years from the foothilis 
of the Sierra Madre in Los Angeles 
and San Bernardino counties south- 
ward to San Diego is very 
curious. Experiments were timidly 
tried. Eyery acre of sand and suge- 
brush reclaimed southward was sup- 
| posed to be the least capable of profit- 
able farming or fruit-growing. It is 
unsafe now to say of any land that has 
not been tried that itis not good. In 
every Valley and on every hillside, on 
the mesas and in the sunny nooks in 
the mountains, nearly anything will 
grow, and the application of water 
produces marvellous results. From 


side, Pomona, Ontario, Santa Anita, 
San Gabriel, Pasadena, all the way to 
Los Angeles, is almost a continuous 
fruit garden, the green acres only 
emphasized by wastes yet unre- 
claimed; a land of charming cottages, 
thriving towns, hospitabie to the fruit 
of every clime; a land of perpetual 
sun and ever- flowing breeze, 
looked down on by purple 
muuntain ranges tipped here aud 
there with enduring snow. And what 
is in progress here will be seen befure 
long in aimost every part of this won- 
derful land, for conditions of svil and 
climate are essentially everywhere the 
same, and capital is finding out how 
to store in and bring from the fastnesses 
of the mountains rivers of clear water 
tuken at such elevations that the whole 
arable surface cau be irrigated. ‘Ine 
development of the country bas ouly 
just begun. 

It the reader will look upon the map 
of California he will see that the eight 
counties that form Southern California 
—San Luis Obispo, Santa Barbara, 
Ventura, Kern, Los Angeles, San Ber- 
nardino, Orange and san Diego, ap- 
pear very mountainous. He will also 
notice that the Eastern slopes of San 


conditions are produced by the daily 
interaction of the Pacific Ocean and 
the Culorado Desert, infinitely diversi- 
fied in minor parviculars by the ex- 
ceedingly brokeu character of the re- 
gioun—a jumbie of bare mountains, 
fruitful foothilis, aud rich valieys. It 
would be only from a balioon that one 
could get an adequate idea of this 
strange land. 

The United States has here, then, a 
unique corner of the earth, without 
its iike in its own vast territory, 
and unparalleled, so.far as I know, in 
the world. Shut off trom sympathy 
with external conditions by the giant 
mountain ranges and the desert 
wastes, it hasits own climate unaf- 
tected by cosmic changes. xcept a 
tidal wave from Japan, nothing would 


The whole of Italy teels more or less the 
climatic variations of the rest of Eu- 
rope. All our Atlantic coast, all our in- 
terior basin from Texas to Manitoba, 
is in climatic sympathy. Here isa 
region larger tian New England 
which manutactures itsown weather 
and refuses to import apy other. 

With considerable varieties of tem- 
perature accordilg to elevation or pro- 
tection irom the ocean breeze, its cli- 
mate is nearly, on the whole, as agree- 
able as that of the Hawaiian Islands, 
though pitched in a lower key, and 
with greater variations between 
day and night. The key toits pecu- 
liarity, aside from its southern ex- 
posure, is the Colorado Desert. That 
desert, waterless and treeless, is coo 
at night and intolerably hot inthe day- 
time, sending up a vast colymo of hot

spect the bloom of that fruit on contig- 
uous ground fifty or a hundred feet 
higher? We boast about many things 
in the United States—about our bliz- 
zards and our cyclones, our inunda- 
tions and our areas of low pressufe, our 
huttest and our coldest places in the 
world, but What can we say for this 
little corner. =which is _ practically 
frostless, and yet never had a 
suustroke, kKuows nothing of thun- 
der-storms and lightning, never 
experienced a cyclone, which is so 
warm that the year round one is 
tempted to live out-of-doors, and so 
cold that woolen garments are never 
uncomfortable? Nature here, in this 
protected and petted area, has the 
knack of being genial without being 
enervating, of being stimulating with- 
out *‘bracing’’ a pergon into the tomb. 
1 think it conduciye tu equanimity of 
spirit and to longevity to sit in an or- 
ange grove and eat the fruit and inhale 
the fragrance of it while gazing upon a 
snow-mountain. 

This souttiward-facing portion of 
California is irrigated by many streams 
of pure water rapidly falling from the 
mountains to the sea. The more im- 
portant are the Santa Clara, the Los 
Angeles and San Gabriel, the Santa 
Ana, the Santa Margarita, the San 
Louis Rey, the San Bernardo, the San 
Diego, and, on the Mexican border, the 
Tia Juana. Many of them go dry or 
flow underground in the’ summer 
months (or, as the Califorpians say, 
the ped of the river gets on top,) but 
most of them can be used for artificial 
irrigation. In the lowlands water is 


sufficiently near the -urface to moisten 
the soil, which is broken and culti- 
vated; in most regions good wells are 
reached at a small depth, in others 
urtesian wells spout up abundance 
of water, and considerable portions, 


Bernardino and Sau Diego are deserts. 
But this is an immense area.__ San 
Diego County alone is as large as Mas- 
sachusetts,, Connecticut and Rhode 
Island combined, and the amount of 
arable land in the valleys, on the toot- 
hilis,on the rolling mesas, is enormous, 
and capable of sustaining a dense 
population, for its tertility and its 
yield to the acre under cultivation are 


incomparable. ‘The reader will also 
notice another thing. With the 
railroads now built and certain 
to be built through all this 


diversified region, round trom the 
Santa Barbara Mountains to the San 
LBernardinu, the. San Jacinto, and 
down to Cuyamaca, a ride of an hour 
or two hours brings one to some point 
on the 250 miles of seacoast—a seacoast 
genial, inviting in winter and summer, 
never harsh, and rarely tempestuous 
like the Atiantic shore. 

Here is our Mediterranean! Here is 
our Italy! . It is a Mediterranean with- 
oul marshes and without malaria, and 
it does nut at all resembie the Mexi- 
can Guif, Which we bave sometimes 
tried to fancy was like the classic sea 
that laves Africa and’ Europe. Nor is 
this region Italian in appearance, 
though oow and then some bav with 
its purple hills running to the blue sea, 
its surrounding mesas cafions 
blooming in semi-tropical luxuriauce, 
some conjunction of shore and moun- 
tain, some golden color, some white 
light and sharply-defined shadows, 
some refinement of lines, some poetic 
tints in violet arid ashy ranges, some 
ultramarine in the sea, or delicate blue 
in the sky, will remind the traveler of 
nore than oue piace of beauty in South- 
ern Italy and Sicily. Itis Mediter- 
ranean witha more equabie climate, 
Warmer winters and covler summers, 
than the North Mediterranean shore 
cab Offer; itis an Italy whose moun- 
tains and valleys give almost every va- 
riety of elevation and temperature.

year without failure, all the fruits aud 
nuts w ich for a thousand years the 
civilized world of Europe hus jiovked 
to the Mediterranean to supply. We 
shall not peed any more to send over 
the Atiantic for raisins, Eugiish wal- 
nuts, almonds, figs, olives, prunes, or- 
anges, lemous,dimes, and a variety of 
other things Which we know com- 
mercially a5 Mediterranean products. 
We have all this luxury and weulth at 
our doors, Within our limits. ‘The or- 
ange and the lemon w shall still bring 
from many places; the date and the 
pineapple and the banana will never 
grow here except as illustrations of 
the climate, but it is difficnit to name 
any fruit of the temperate and semi- 
tropic zones that Southern California 
cannot be relied on to produce, from 
the guava Wo the peach. 

It will meed further experiment to 
determine what are the more prolitable 
roducts Of the soil, and it will take 
onger experience to cultivate them and 
send them to market iu perfection. 
The pomegranate and the apple thrive 
side by side, but the apple is not good 
here unless it is gruwn at an elevation 
whére frost is certain and occasional 
snow may be expected, There is no 
longer any doubt about the peach, the 
nectarine, -the pear, the grape, the 
orange, the lemon, the apricot, and so 
on; but I Delieve that the greatest 
profit will be in the products that can- 
not be grown elsewhere in the United 
States—the products to which we have 
long given the name of Mediterra- 
nean—the olive, the fig, the raisin, 
the bard and soft shell almond, and 
the walnut. The orange will of course 
be a staple, and constautly improve its 
reputation as better vurielies are 
raised, and the right amount of irri- 
gation to produce: the finest and the 
sweetest is ascertained.

There are no unpleasant wonths, and 
few uopleasa :t days. The eucalyptus 
grows so fast that the trimmings trom 
the trees of asmall grove or highway 
avenne will im four or five years fur- 
uish a family with its firewood. ‘The 
strong, fattening alfalfa gives three, 
four, five and even six harvests a year. 


Nature needs little rest, and, with the 


encouragement of water and fertil- 
izers, apparently none. But all this 
prodigality and easiness of iife detracts 
a little from ambition. ‘The lesson has 
been slowly learned, but it is now 
pretty well conned, that hard work is 
as necessary bere as elsewhere to thrift 
and independence. ‘The difference be- 
tween this and many other parts of our 
gand is that nature seems to work with 
a man, and not against him. 

Southern California rapidly 
passed through varied experiences, and 
has not yet had a fair chance to show 
the world what itis. {t hud its period 
of romance, of pastoral life, of lawless 
adventure, of crazy speculation. ail 
within a hundred years, and it is just 
now entering upon its period of solid, 
civilized development... Acertain light 
of romance is cast upon this coast by 
the Spanish voyagers of the sixteenth 
century, but its history begins with the 
establishment of the chain of Francis- 
can missions, the first of which was 
founded by the great Father Junipero 
‘Serra at San Diego in 1769. Tho fath- 
ers brought with them the vine and 
the olive, reduced the savage Indians 
to industrial pursuits, and opened the 
way for that ranchero and adobe civil- 
ization: ‘ ‘to the coming of 
the American, in about 1840, made in 
this region the most picturesque life 
that our continent haseverseen. Fol- 
lowing this is a period of desperado ad- 
venture and revolution, of pioneer 
State-building; and then the advent of 
the restless, the cranky, the invalid, 
the tanatic, from every other State 
in the Union. The _ first experi- 
menters in making homes seem to have 
fancied that they had come to a ready- 
made elysium—the idle man’s heaven. 
‘They seem to have brougut with them 
littie knowledge of agriculture or horti- 
culture, were ignorant of the condi- 
tions of success in this soil and climate, 
and left behind the good industrial 
maxims of the East. Ihe result wasa 
period of chance experiment, one in 
Which extravagant expectation and 
boasting to some éxtent took the place 
of industry. The imagination was 
heated by the novelty of such varied 
and rapid productiveness. Men’s 
minds were inflamed by the appar- 
ently limitless possibilities. The in- 
valid and the specuiator thronged the 
transcontinental roads leading hither. 
In this condition the frenzy of 1886-7 
was inevitable. I saw something of it 
in the winter of 1887. ‘lhescenes then 
daily and commonplace vow read like 
the wildest freaks of the imayination. 

The bubble collapsed as suddenly as 
it expanded. Many were ruined and 
left the country. ore were merely 


ruined in their great expectations. : 


The apeculation was in town lots. 
W hen it subsided it left the ciimate as 
it was, tho fertility as it was, and the 
vaiue of arable land notreduced. Mar- 
velous asthe boom was, [ think the 
present recuperation is still more 
wonderful. In 1890, to be sure, I miss 
the bustle of the cities aud the crea- 
tion of towns in a week under the ham- 
mer of the auctioneer, But in all the 


cities, and most of the villages, there 


bas been growth ion substantial build- 
ings, and in the necessities of civic life 
~and 
general organization: while the coun- 
try, as the acreage of vines and or- 
anges, wheat and barley, grain “and 
corn, and the shipments by rail testify, 
has improved more than at any other 
period, and commerce is beginuing 
to feel the impulse of a genuine pros- 
perity, based’ upon the intelligent culti- 
vation of the ground. Schoolhouses 
bave multiplied, libraries have been 
founded; many “boom” hotels, built in 
order to sell city lots in the saze-brush, 
have been turued into schools aud 
colleges. 

There is immense rivalry between 
different sections, Every Californian 
thinks that the spot where his house 
stands enjoys the best climate and is 
the most fertilein the world; and while 
you are with him you think he is justi- 
fied in b’s opinion; for this rivairy is 
generally a wholesome one, backed by 
industry. I do not mean to say that 
the habit of tall talk is altogether lost. 
Whatever one +ees he is asked to be- 
lieve is the largest and best in the 
world. The gentleman of the whip 
who showed us some of the finest places 
in Los Angeles—places that in their 
‘wealth of flowers and semi-tropical 
gardens wouid rouse the enthusiasm of 
the most jaded traveler—was asked 
whether there were any finer in the 
city. “Finer? Hundreds of them.” 
and then, meditatively and regretfully, 
“I should not dare tu show you the 
best.”

n secluded valleys in the interior the 
thermometer rises inthe daytime to 
, 90°, and occasionally 100°, but I 
have found no placein them where 
there was not daily a refreshing breeze 
from the ocean; where the dryness of 
the air did not makethe heat seem 
much less than it was, and where ttie 
nights were not agreeably cool. My 
beiief is that the summer climate of 
Southern California is as desirable 
for pleasure-seekers, for invalids, for 
workmen, as its winter climate. It 
seems to me that a coast temperature 
60- to 75°, stimulating, without barsh- 
ness or daimmpness, is about the 
perfection of summer weather. 
It should be said, however, 
that there are secluded’ valleys 
which become very hot in the daytime 
in nidsummer, and intolerably dusty. 
The dust is the great annoyance every- 
where. It gives the whole landscape 
an ashy tint, like some of our Eastern 
tields and waysides in a dry August. 
The verdure and the wild flowers of 
the rainy season disappear entirely. 
‘here is, however, some picturesque 
compensation for this dust and lack of 
green. The mountains and hills and 
great plains take on wonderful hues of 
brown, yellow and red. 

I write this paragraph in a bigh 
chamber im the Hotel del Coronady, on 
the great and fertile beach in front of 
San Diego. It isthe 2dof June. Look- 
ing 8 uthward, 1 see the great ex- 
pange of the Pacific Ocean, sparkling 
in the sun as blue as the waters at 
Amalfi. A low surf beats along 
the miles and miles of white 
sand continually, with the im- 
petus of far-off seas and trade- 
winds, as it has’ beaten for 


roar and swish, and occasional shocks 
of sound as if of distant thunder on 
the shore. Yonder, tothe right, Point 
Lome stretches its sharp and rocky 
promontory intothe ocean, purple 
the sun, bearing a lightbouse on its 
highest elevation. From this signal, 
bending ina perfect crescent, witha 
silver rim, the shore sweeps around 
twenty-five miies to another promon- 
torv running down beyond Tia Juana 
to the Point of Rocks, in Mexican ter- 
ritory. “Directly in’ front—they say 
eighteen miles away, [ think five some- 
times, and sometimes a hundred—.ie 
the islands of Coronado, named, | sup- 
pose, from the old Spanish adventurer, 
Vasquez de Coronado, huge buiks of 
beautiful red saudstone, uninhabited 
aud barren, becalmed there in the 
Changing biue ot sky and sea, like 
enormous mastiess galleons, like de- 
graded icebergs, like Capri and Ischia. 
They say that they are s ationary. I 
only Know that when I walk along the 
shore toward Point Loma they seem to 
follow, until they lie opposite the har- 
bor entrance, which is close by the prom- 


best in the world, may never come to 
our market, but 1 have never eaten a 
better raisin for size, flavor and tnin- 
ness of skin than. those raised in El. 
Cajon Valley, which is watered by 
the great flume which taps a 
in the Cuyamaca Mountains, and sup- 
plies San Diego. But the quality of 
the raisin in California will be im- 
proved by experience in cultivation 
and handling. 

The coutrast with the Mediterran= 
ean regiou—I refer to the western 
basin—is in climate. There is 
bardly any point along the French 
and Italian coast that is not 
subject to great and sudden changes, 
caused by the north wind, which has 
many names, or in the extreme south- 
ern peninsula and: islands by the 
sirocco. ‘Thero are few points that are 
not reached by maiaria, and in many 
resoris —and some of them most sunny’ 
and agreeable to the irvalid—the 
deadliest fevers always le in wait. 
There is great contrast between sum- 
mer and winter, and exceeding Varia- 
bility in the same month. ‘This varia- 
bility is the parent of many diseases of 
the lungs, the bowels and the liver. It 
is demonstrated now by long-continued 
observations that dampness and cold 
ure not so.. inimical to health as 
variability. 

The Southern California climate is 
an anomaly. It has been the subject 
of a good deal of wonder and a good 
deal of boasting, but it is worthy of 
more scientitic study than 1t bas yet re- 
ceived. Its distinguishing feature I 
tuke to bo its equability. The tem- 
perature the year through is lower 
than I bad supposed, and the contrast 
is pot great between the summer and 
the winter months. Tne same 
clothing is appropriate, speaking gen- 
erally, for the whole year. In all 
seasons, inciuding the rainy days of 
the winter mouths, sunshine is the 
rule. The variation of temperature 
between day and nigiut is comsiderabie, 
but if the new-comer exercises a little 
care, he will not be unpleasantly af- 


those are not chilling und raw. Why 
it is that with the hydrometer showing 
a considerable bumidity iu the air the 
general effect of the climate is that of 
dryness, scientists must explain. The 
constant exchange of desert airs with 
the ocean air may account for the 
anomaly, and the actual dryness of the 
soil, even on the coast, is put forward 
as another explanation. ‘Those who 
coine from heated rooms on the At- 
lantic may find the winters cooler than 
they expect, and those used to the 
heated terms of the Mississippi Valley 
and the East will be surprised at the 
cool and salubrious summers. A land 
without high winds or thunder-storms 
may fairly be sald to have a unique 
climate.

This morn- 
iug they stand away, and the fleet of 
white-sailed (ishing boats from the 
Portuguese hamlet of La Piaya, within 
the harbor entrance, which is dancing 
off Point Loma, will have a long sail if 
they pursue the barracuda to those 
shadowy rocks. 

We crossed the bay the other day, 
and drove upa wild ryad to the height 
of the promontory, and along its nar- 
row ridge to the light-house. This site 
commands one of the most remarkable 
views in the accessible civilized world, 
one of the three or four really great 
prospects whith the traveller can re- 
call, astonishing in its immensity, in- 
teresting in its peculiar deiails. The 
general features are the great ocean,

Do you know that any valuables you 
may bring to the colouy, such as borses, 
cows, sheep, Angora goats, Digs, chick- 
ens, furniture, books, etc., you will be 
allowed full value for them, and be 
credited on your life membership with 
their appraised value? 

Do you know that you will receive 
30 cents an Lour in time cbecks for 
labor performed? 

Will you always conscientiously 
Strive to make harmony, preserve or- 
der, keep the peace, avoid tattling, 
news-carrying, eavesdropping, and do 
all else and whatever can be done- to 
promote the love, harmony, peace and 
prosperity of our commenwealth? 

If you see in others what you sin- 
cerely believe to be wrong, and to the 
detriment of the colony, will you pre- 
Bent the same in writing before the 
Court of Arbitration, and abide by the 
decision of that court?
